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Over  the  Desktop 


A  Changed  World 


They  say  that  every  generation  has 
its  national  tragedy. 

My  mother  vividly  remembers  hear¬ 
ing  the  announcement  on  the  radio  of 
the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  that  began 
America’s  involvement  in  World  War 
II.  My  cousin,  who  served  in  the  Peace 
Corps,  says  his  worst  memory  is  of 
learning  that  President  Kennedy  had 
been  shot  and  killed.  And  I  can  clearly 
recall  sitting  in  a  grade  school  class¬ 
room,  watching  on  television  as  a  dis¬ 
graced  man  resigned  from  the  presiden¬ 
cy  of  the  United  States. 

Three  different  memories,  three  dif¬ 
ferent  people.  What  these  events  have 
in  common  is  that  they  were  so  cata¬ 
strophic  that  they  left  an  indelible 
mark.  Ever  afterward,  we  looked  at  the 
world,  and  ourselves  in  the  world,  dif¬ 
ferently.  Ever  afterward,  we  asked  one 
another,  “Where  were  you  when?...” 
and  “Do  you  remember?...” 

Such  a  catastrophe  occurred  on 
September  11,  2001.  Four  days  later,  I 
was  running  on  a  fitness  trail  near  my 
home,  listening  on  headphones  to 
NPR’s  Weekend  Edition.  The  entire 
program  was  dedicated  to  the  tragedy 
in  New  York  City.  There  were  inter¬ 
views,  eyewitness  accounts,  music,  and 
poetry.  Finally,  they  played  Frank 
Sinatra  singing,  “New  York,  New 
York,”  and-right  there  on  the  trail,  trot¬ 
ting  along-I  started  to  cry. 

I  was  mourning  for  those  who  had 
lost  loved  ones,  for  those  who  were 
laboring  in  the  rescue  efforts,  for  the 
entire  city,  really.  And  although  I  was 
incredibly  grateful  that  no  one  I  knew 
had  been  killed  or  injured,  I  realized 
that  the  world  had  changed. 

So  far  as  we  know,  no  members  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  were  on  the  high¬ 
jacked  planes  or  working  in  or  visiting 
the  World  Trade  Center  or  the  Pentagon 
on  September  1 1 .  Sadly,  several  Thetas 
have  been  affected  by  the  WTC  disas¬ 
ter.  Elizabeth  Russell  Jordan, 
Omega/UC  Berkeley,  lost  her  husband, 
Robert,  and  Connie  Trompeter 
Lindeman,  Beta  Gamma/Colorado 
State,  lost  her  son-in-law,  Ted  Luckett. 
Karen  Stollenmeyer  Klomp,  Mu/ 
Allegheny  spent  almost  a  month  restor¬ 
ing  the  preschool  she  owns  and  oper¬ 
ates  and-at  press  time-had  been  unable 


to  return  to  her  apartment. 

Other  Thetas  have  written  to  tell  us 
of  relatives  and  friends  who  were  in 
Manhatten  but  were  safely  evacuated. 

In  addition,  members  of  several  college 
chapters  have  written  to  us  about  their 
participation  in  relief  efforts.  The  colle¬ 
gian’s  stories  will  be  published  in  the 
Spring  2002  issue  of  The  Magazine.  If 
alumnae  would  like  to  write  to  us  of 
their  involvement  in  the  disasters  of 
September  1 1  or  their  aftermath,  we 
will  be  honored  to  also  publish  those. 

Given  current  events,  the  more  com¬ 
mercial  aspects  of  the  holiday  season 
seem  even  more  hollow  than  usual  this 
year.  But  the  true  meaning  of  the  sea¬ 
son-friends,  family,  and  tradition- 
seems  even  more  important. 

We’ve  made  reference  to  the  next 
issue  of  this  magazine;  here  are  some 
notes  on  the  current  edition. 

•  Founders  Day  is  January  27.  In  her 
Founders  Day  message  (page  1 1 ) 
Fraternity  President  Mary  Jane  Beach 
shares  her  thoughts  on  the  importance 
of  sisterhood  in  uncertain  times. 

•  On  page  1 2,  we  welcome  a  former¬ 
ly  disestablished  chapter  back  to 
Theta’s  active  roll.  After  a  15-year 
absence,  the  Beta  Theta  Chapter  has 
returned  to  the  University  of  Idaho. 

•  2002  is  a  Grand  Convention  year 
and  marks  the  election  of  a  new  Grand 
Council  to  govern  the  Fraternity.

On  this  day,  we  celebrate  the  courage  and  perseverance  they  displayed  in  a  largely  unfriendly  envi¬ 
ronment.  On  this  day,  we  remember  that  it  is  because  of  their  determination  that  we  are  all  sisters, 
members  of  the  first  Greek-letter  fraternity  known  among  women. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  years  have  passed  since  the  founding  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  and  the  world  has 
changed  in  many  ways.

We  were  also  reminded  that  in  times  of 
adversity,  we  can  rely  on  one  another  for  strength  and  courage  and  on  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  as  a  source  of  sup¬ 
port  to  us  all.  And  even  as  we  mourned  for  the  victims  and  their  families,  we  were  inspired  by  the  firefighters, 
police,  and  ordinary  citizens  who  met  grief  and  adversity  with  kindness  and  courage. 

On  this  Founders  Day,  let  us  renew  our  commitment  to  support  and  care  for  one  another.  One  tangible  way 
we  can  do  this  is  through  gifts  to  the 
Friendship  Fund.  Since  1926,  the  Friendship 
Fund  has  provided  much-needed  financial 
assistance  to  Thetas  experiencing  severe 
financial  distress,  illness,  natural  disaster,  and 
urgent  family  crisis.  Excerpts  from  their 
thank-you  notes  are  testaments  to  the  power 
of  a  simple  idea:  sisters  helping  sisters. 

“Knowing  that  I  have  the  loving  support  of 
such  special  friends  gives  me  the  courage  to  keep

The  birth  of  the  Friendship  Fund  was  the  1924  Grand  Convention,  when  a  young  alumna,  Rachel  Sumner  Poole,  Chi/Syracuse,  spoke 
of  a  Theta  in  dire  need  and  asked  if  there  was  any  fund  from  which  the  Fraternity  could  aid  her.  In  response,  a  committee  was  formed  and 
recommended  the  establishment  of  the  Friendship  Fund  at  the  1926  Convention;  a  few  months  later,  Grand  Council  suggested  starting  the 
fund  through  contributions  at  Founders  Day  celebrations.  An  important  ongoing  tradition  is  the  secrecy  surrounding  the  giving  of  gifts 
from  the  fund.  Two  members  write  on  behalf  of  a  sister,  and  the  Friendship  Fund  committee  determines  the  award  amount.  The  requesters 
remain  anonymous,  and  all  records  are  confidential. 

Most  contributions  to  the  Friendship  Fund  are  made  through  Founders  Day  gifts.  The  suggested  contribution  is  $1  per  year  of  Theta 
membership.  The  Friendship  Fund  is  under  the  management  of  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation,  so  all  gifts  to  it  are  tax-deductible.

Betsey  Bruce  began  her  St.  Louis  broadcasting 
career  in  1970  upon  graduation  from  “Mizzou”  with 
a  degree  in  journalism.  Debuting  as  a  staff  writer  at 
KMOV-TV,  she  soon  jumped  nimbly  in  front  of  the 
camera  as  a  staff  reporter  and  weekend  anchor. 

During  her  nineteen  years  at  KMOV,  Bruce  estab¬ 
lished  herself  as  a  gifted  interviewer  and  astute 
scholar  of  political  and  public  affairs  issues.  As  host 
of  the  weekly  Newsmakers  program,  her  guests 
included  Jacques  Cousteau,  Gloria  Steinem,  Phyllis 
Schlafly,  Robert  Strauss,  William  Simon,  and  David 
Duke.  She  blazed  trails  as  the  first  female  co-anchor 
and  first  female  political  editor  for  a  St.  Louis  tele¬ 
vision  station. 

Moving  to  KTVI-TV  in  1989,  Bruce  again 
anchored  the  weekend  news  while  tackling  the  everyday 
demands  of  education/general  assignment  reporter  and  polit¬ 
ical  reporter.  Her  three  Emmy  awards  add  to  a  list  of  impres¬ 
sive  local,  state,  and  national  recognitions.  She  was  recently 
honored  with  the  Gavel  Award  from  the  St.  Louis  Bar 
Association,  as  well  as  with  the  Missouri  State  Teachers 
Media  Award.  Bruce’s  community  involvement  includes  ser¬ 
vice  on  several  civic  boards,  including  the  Cystic  Fibrosis 
Gateway  Chapter  Trustees  and  the  Girl  Scout  Council’s 
Board  of  Directors.  In  1999,  the  University  of  Missouri  cited 
her  with  its  prestigious  Alumni  Award.

She  worked  for  more  than 
25  years  as  a  journalist,  anchor,  and  producer  at  ABC  and 
CBS  affiliates  in  Los  Angeles,  Boston,  San  Francisco,  Detroit, 
Chicago,  Seattle,  and  St.  Louis,  winning  three  Emmy  awards 
for  reporting.  Using  her  communications  expertise,  she  found¬ 
ed  an  international  consulting  firm,  Kiefer  Communications 
Group,  in  1994.  The  company  specializes  in  media  analysis, 
training,  and  helping  organizations  tailor  their  corporate  mes¬ 
sage  to  their  target  audiences.  In  addition,  Kiefer  writes  for  the 
St.  Louis  Business  Journal  Her  column,  “Talk  About  Talk,” 
features  insights  into  the  ways  people  communicate.

President 

The  president  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  and  offi¬ 
cial  head  of  the  Fraternity,  responsible  for  ensuring  that 
approved  plans  and  programs  are  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  policies  established  by  Grand  Council.  The  president 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  Grand  Council  and  all  ses¬ 
sions  of  Grand  Convention;  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Administrative  Committee  of  the  Fraternity;  serve  as  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  all  committees  of  Grand  Convention  and 
Grand  Council  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  Foundation;  direct  and  coordinate  the  work  of 
the  vice-presidents,  the  special  officers  reporting  directly  to 
her,  the  editor  of  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine,  and  the 
executive  director;  keep  the  Fraternity  alert  to  its  responsibili¬ 
ties  in  the  educational  world  in  accordance  with  the  purpose 
of  the  Fraternity,  and  be  responsible  for  the  Fraternity’s  rela¬ 
tionships  with  school  administrations  and  for  the  general  pub¬ 
lic  relations  of  the  Fraternity. 

Vice-President  College 

The  vice-president  college  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
direction  and  coordination  of  the  college  programs  of  the 
Fraternity.  The  vice-president  college  shall  serve  as  presiding 
officer  of  Grand  Convention  and  Grand  Council  and  assume 
all  of  the  responsibilities  and  authority  of  the  president  in 
case  of  her  absence  or  incapacity;  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
College  Committee  of  the  Fraternity;  supervise  the  work  of 
the  college  district  presidents  and  any  other  special  officers 
reporting  to  her;  supervise,  through  the  director  of  chapter 
services,  the  work  of  the  educational  leadership  consultants; 
exercise  the  powers  conferred  upon  her  by  the  Fraternity 
bylaws  in  matters  involving  discipline  of  college  chapters  and 
members.

Election  Process 

•  The  Nominating  Committee  chairman  is  appointed  during  the  fall 
before  Grand  Convention. 

•  Members,  college  chapters,  and  alumnae  chapters  and  clubs  submit 
candidate  names  to  the  Nominating  Committee  chairman  for  potential 
Grand  Council  service. 

•  Recommendations  for  candidates  are  accepted  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  chairman. 

•  Nominating  Committee  members  are  elected  from  among  chapter  del¬ 
egates  during  district  meetings  at  Grand  Convention. 

•  Nominating  Committee  meets  at  Grand  Convention  to  determine  a  slate 
of  nominees  for  the  offices  of  president  and  each  of  the  six  vice-presidents. 

•  Nominating  Committee  presents  the  slate  to  the  delegate  body  for  voting. 

•  Nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  of  the  seven  positions  may  be  made 
by  delegates,  providing  prior  permission  from  the  candidate  has  been 
obtained. 

•  Every  Grand  Convention  delegate  votes  by  ballot. 

Eligibility 

•  Grand  Council  members  must  be  members  in  good  standing  with  the 
Fraternity. 

•  Grand  Council  members  must  have  a  college  degree. 

•  Grand  Council  members  may  serve  no  more  than  four  terms  as  a 
vice-president  and  two  terms  as  president. 

•  Grand  Council  members  may  serve  no  more  than  two  terms  in  the 
same  vice-president  position. 

•  Members  of  Grand  Council  may  not  regress  in  office. 

Qualifications 

•  Members  must  possess  good  verbal  and  written  communication  skills, 
be  able  to  speak  well  before  a  group,  enjoy  comfortable  rapport  with 
collegians  and  alumnae,  and  represent  the  Fraternity  well  to  members 
and  non-members. 

•  Council  members  must  be  able  to  work  as  a  team,  exhibiting  an  open¬ 
ness  and  willingness  to  make  decisions  for  the  good  of  the  Fraternity. 

Responsibilities 

•  The  term  of  office  for  each  Council  member  is  two  years.  Every  posi¬ 
tion  of  Grand  Council  is  elected  at  Grand  Convention. 

•  Grand  Council  is  responsible  for  the  creation  and  maintenance  of 
plans,  programs,  policies,  and  operations  of  the  Fraternity. 

•  Grand  Council  administers  and  controls  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Fraternity. 

•  Grand  Council  is  the  governing  body  of  the  Fraternity  in  the  interim 
between  Grand  Conventions. 

•  Although  serving  on  Grand  Council  is  a  volunteer  position,  expenses 
are  paid  by  the  Fraternity. 

•  Each  member  of  Grand  Council  is  expected  to  participate  in  installa¬ 
tions,  visitations,  and  other  official  Fraternity  affairs  as  required. 

•  All  members  of  Council  should  be  alert  to  the  Fraternity’s  responsibili¬ 
ties  in  the  educational  world,  including  risk  management,  and  should 
be  aware  of  the  relationships  with  college  and  university  administra¬ 
tions  and  the  general  public. 

•  Grand  Council  members  should  recognize  the  importance  of  their 
responsibilities  in  directing  the  business  affairs  and  the  future  of  the 
Fraternity  and  must  have  time  available  for  phone  calls,  correspondence, 
travel,  training,  board  meetings,  and  international/regional/district  meetings.

Vice-President  Alumnae 

The  vice-president  alumnae  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
direction  and  coordination  of  the  alumnae  programs  of  the 
Fraternity.  The  vice-president  alumnae  shall  serve  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Alumnae  Committee  of  the  Fraternity;  supervise 
the  alumnae  district  presidents  and  other  special  officers 
reporting  to  her;  appoint  alumnae  district  officers;  exercise 
the  powers  conferred  upon  her  by  the  bylaws  in  matters 
involving  discipline  of  members;  serve  as  an  ex-officio  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Foundation. 

Vice-President  Education 

The  vice-president  education  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
development  and  coordination  of  the  educational  programs  of 
the  Fraternity.  The  vice-president  education  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Fraternity  ; 
supervise  and  direct  the  special  officers  and  district  directors 
reporting  to  her;  develop  and  coordinate  the  programming  for 
district  leadership  and  officers  conferences;  continually  assess 
eduction-related  Fraternity  needs  and  develop  short-  and 
long-term  plans  to  fulfill  those  needs;  supervise  or  review  the 
preparation  of  all  educational  and  training  materials  of  the 
Fraternity. 

Vice-President  Extension 

The  vice-president  extension  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
direction,  coordination,  and  execution  of  the  extension  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  Fraternity.  The  vice-president  extension  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Extension  Committee  of  the 
Fraternity;  supervise  and  direct  the  special  officers  reporting

Vice-President  Finance

as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Fraternity;

Ellen-Earle  Chaffee  describes  her  peerless 

AND  PRESTIGIOUS  ROLE  AS  PRESIDENT  OF  TWO 

North  Dakota  Universities. 


Situated  in  the  geographic  center  of 
the  North  American  continent  is 
North  Dakota — a  rural  state  dotted 
with  farms  and  ranches.  Host  to  only 
four  cities  with  25,000  or  more  resi¬ 
dents,  population  density  is  a  mere  nine 
people  per  square  mile,  compared  to  the 
nation’s  67-person  average.  On  most 
summer  days,  the  sun  shines  for  15 
hours  and  humidity  is  low.  By  contrast. 
North  Dakota  winters  are  unforgiving, 
with  bitter  temperatures  and  brutal 
winds. 

The  state  spans  70,702  square  miles, 
a  distance  connected  by  86,000  miles  of 
roads  and  highways.  And  of  its  approxi¬ 
mately  640,000  residents,  one  North 
Dakotan  knows  75  miles  of  her  state’s 
geography,  climate,  and  temperament  by 
heart.  She  is  Ellen-Earle  Chaffee,  PhD, 
Gamma  Iota/Kentucky,  president  of 
Mayville  State  University  (MSU)  and 
Valley  City  State  University  (VCSU). 

Chaffee  has  trekked  between  the  two 
universities  since  assuming  the  dual 
presidency  in  1993.  She  spends  one 
week  at  a  time  in  each  place  (her  home 
is  in  Valley  City;  her  university-provided 
apartment  is  in  Mayville),  commuting 
150  miles  weekly.  Further  taxing  her 
time  management  skills  is  husband 
David  Schwalbe’s  residence.  He’s  a 
rancher  who  lives  in  Bismarck,  North 
Dakota,  located  150  miles  from 
Mayville,  the  “closest”  of  Chaffee’s  two 
workplaces. 

“There  are  five  stop  signs  and  two 
railroad  crossings  between  Valley  City 
and  Mayville,  and  I  make  the  drive  with 
five  turns,”  Chaffee,  says,  laughing.  “I 
have  meetings  occasionally  at  the  state 
capitol,  and  David  comes  to  see  me  for  a 
few  days.  He’s  very  understanding.” 

It  takes  more  than  an  agreeable  spirit 
for  her  scenario  to  succeed,  however, 
and  case  studies  are  non-existent. 

“Others  may  oversee  several  branch  uni-

versities,  but  I  believe  I’m  the  only  per¬ 
son  in  the  country  to  serve  as  president 
of  two  public  baccalaureate  colleges,” 
says  Chaffee,  whose  unique  arrange¬ 
ment  won  the  Blackburn  Award  for  inno¬ 
vative  leadership  from  the  American 
Association  of  University  Administrators 
in  1996. 

“My  favorite  saying  is,  ‘...  the  reason 
two  people  used  to  have  this  job  is  that  it 
was  simply  too  much  fun  for  one  per¬ 
son,”’  Chaffee  states.  She  adds  that  she 
also  believes  she’s  the  only  person  in 
higher  education  to  have  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  two  national  associations — the 
Association  for  Institutional  Research 
and  the  Association  for  the  Study  of 
Higher  Education. 

In  the  early  days,  keeping  her  calen¬ 
dar  was  a  “nightmare,”  as  MSU  and 
VCSU  had  different  software  systems. 
Coordination  has  eased  through  the 
years,  Chaffee  says,  and  her  laptop  com¬ 
puter  has  been  a  lifesaver.  “I  have  assis¬ 
tants  at  each  university  and,  in  order  for 
this  to  work,  I  need  to  be  organized  and 
to  surround  myself  with  an  organized, 
supportive  team  that  represents  the  presi¬ 
dency  well.  All  university  presidents  are 
on  the  job  24/7.  Because  I  try  never  to 
be  the  bottleneck  for  somebody,  I  work  a 
lot  at  night  and  put  in  other  odd  hours.” 

Leading  IT’s  Takeover 

Prior  to  her  dual  presidencies, 

Chaffee  served  as  vice-chancellor  for 
academic  affairs  for  the  North  Dakota 
University  System.  In  this  position,  she 
was  responsible  for  all  aspects  of  acade¬ 
mic  policy,  leadership,  and  administra¬ 
tion  for  the  state’s  1 1  public  institutions 
of  higher  education.  Facing  a  stressed 
state  economy  in  the  early  1 990s,  the 
governing  board  of  the  state’s  universi¬ 
ties  decided  to  take  steps  to  conserve 
costs.  Chaffee’s  name  came  quickly  to 
the  forefront. 

“The  board  theorized  that  a  partner¬ 
ship  between  the  universities  would 
improve  the  quality  of  a  student’s  expe¬ 
rience,”  Chaffee  says.  “The  campuses 


share 

four  administrators,  and 
programs  and  projects  are  shared,  too. 
For  example,  both  campuses  re-bid  food 
service  using  a  single  request  for  pro¬ 
posals.  The  libraries  divided  a  list  of 
expensive  reference  materials  and  agreed 
to  ship  resources  back  and  forth.” 

Such  give-and-take  is  particularly  com¬ 
patible  with  North  Dakota’s  college  com¬ 
posite.  Although  there  are  several  hundred 
baccalaureate  colleges  in  the  US  with 
1 ,000  or  fewer  students,  most  are  private. 
By  contrast.  North  Dakota’s  eleven  col¬ 
leges  are  public,  and  small  student  popu¬ 
lations — MSU’s  enrollment  is  750;  VCSU 
stands  at  1,100 — are  the  norm. 

The  relatively  small  framework  also 
was  ripe  for  Chaffee’s  passion  and  pri¬ 
mary  mission:  instructional  technology 
(IT).  In  1996,  she  spearheaded  a  com¬ 
prehensive  campaign  to  provide  laptop 
computers  for  all  students  and  faculty  at 
both  universities.  The  bold  move — and 
its  successful  outcome — put  her  colleges 
on  the  map:  VCSU  is  distinguished  as 
the  second  notebook  computer  campus 
in  the  nation;  MSU  is  the  country’s 
fourth  such  institution. 

“An  image  I  had  in  1995  convinced 
me  we  had  to  do  this,  no  matter  what,” 
Chaffee  recalls.  “I  knew  that  rural  hos¬ 
pitals  were  trying  to  recruit  doctors  via 
the  Internet,  and  I  had  this  vision  of  one 
of  my  graduates  hearing  from  a  human 
resources  person  that  the  job  was  filled 
before  his  letter  ever  arrived — all 
because  he  didn’t  see  it  posted  on  the 
Internet. 

“To  imagine  my  graduates  without  the 
skills  and  resources  they  need  to  succeed 
in  the  21st  century  was  totally  unaccept¬ 
able.  And  once  I  confronted  that  possibil¬ 
ity,  I  didn’t  see  instructional  technology 
as  a  risk.  I  saw  it  as  a  necessity.” 

Equally  amazing,  Chaffee  says,  is  the 
fact  that  laptops  were  purchased  without 
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any  additional  state  funding.  “We  had 
the  nerve  to  raise  our  tuition,  because 
we  believed  students  would  see  it  as  a 
value  increase.  We  went  way  out  on  a 
limb,  but  we  were  right. 

“We  also  made  this  up  as  we  went 
along.  If  we  had  planned  ahead,  we 
would  have  been  scared  and  would  have 
seen  all  the  impossible  things  we  had  to 
do.  As  it  was,  whenever  something 
‘impossible’  came  up,  we  all  jumped  in 
with  our  particular  areas  of  expertise  and 
got  around  it.” 

The  impressive  results,  profiled  in 
publications  such  as  Computerworld  and 
Educause  Review ,  are  considered  models 
for  institutions  nationwide  and  overseas. 
The  two  campuses  received  the  first-ever 
Outstanding  Achievement  in  Education 
Award  from  the  Information  Technology 
Council  of  North  Dakota  in  October 
2001,  and  Computerworld  last  spring 
named  Chaffee  among  its  Premier  100 
IT  Leaders. 

“VCSU  is  a  hallmark  example  of  IT,” 
Chaffee  explains.  “All  students  are 
required  to  produce  a  digital  portfolio  of 
their  best  college  work  in  order  to  grad¬ 
uate.  This  starts  at  the  freshman  level, 
and  builds  as  they  go.  The  work  itself 
demonstrates  eight  key  ability  areas, 
including  communication  and  problem 
solving,  in  their  specific  academic  areas. 
Next,  students  must  possess  all  the  tech¬ 
nical,  design,  and  organization  skills  to 
put  their  portfolio  together  on  CD-ROM. 

“Every  graduate,  along  with  whatever 
major  and  minor  degrees  earned,  gets  a 
certificate  saying  they  have  the  IT  skills 
required  at  the  national  level  by  their 
major,”  Chaffee  adds.  “Specific  profes¬ 
sions  have  spelled  out  required  skills, 
which  our  graduates  possess  ” 

MSU  and  VCSU  students  take  no 
additional  classes  to  acquire  this  exper¬ 
tise;  rather,  IT  is 


built  directly  into  course  curriculum. 
“Hybrid  classrooms”  combine  the  per¬ 
sonal  attention  of  traditional  classrooms 
with  online  instruction,  including 
Internet  resources  on  demand,  and  rich 
audio/visual  presentations.  Students  use 
classroom  computers  to  solve  problems, 
create  projects,  participate  in  teams, 
access  information,  and  communicate 
with  others.  In  an  English  class,  for 
instance,  a  student  presenter  can  project 
a  draft  paper  on  to  a  big  screen,  and  fel¬ 
low  students  can  see  copies  on  their  lap¬ 
tops.  “All  of  our  classes  are  on  the  Web, 
even  those  taught  ‘live,’”  Chaffee  says. 
“None  of  our  students,  or  faculty,  go 
anywhere  without  their  laptops.” 

Although  IT  suggests  anonymity, 
Chaffee  counters  that  North  Dakota's 
human  factor  accounts  for  its  success. 

“We  know  each  other,  we  care  about 
each  other,  and  it  only  takes  a  few  of  us 
to  make  a  big  change.  We  were  out  of 
the  chute  like  gangbusters  with  IT,  and, 
although  we  thought  the  rest  would  be 
right  behind  us,  only  one  percent  of  the 
country’s  colleges  are  doing  this.  Maybe 
they  don’t  have  our  level  of  camaraderie, 
or  they  assume  IT  is  too  expensive.  I 
think  it’s  still  coming  for  many  institu¬ 
tions.  It’s  just  slower  than  I  expected.” 

Chaffee’s  educational  background 
hardly  hints  at  her  IT  zeal:  A  BA  in 
English  from  the  University  of 
Kentucky;  MS  in  counseling  from  North 
Dakota  State  University;  and  an  MA  and 
PhD  in  administration  and  policy  analy¬ 
sis  from  Stanford  University.  She  says 
life  experiences,  rather  than  courses  of 
study,  cultivated  her  passion. 

“I’ve  become  quite  zealous  about  the 
future  of  rural  communities  in  America, 
and  quite  concerned.  Mayville’s  motto  is 
‘The  way  America  is  supposed  to  be.’ 

It’s  a  place  where  neighbors  will  see  a 
child  riding  a  tricycle  in  the 
street,  and  they’ll  lead  him  to  the 
sidewalk,  or  where  grandpa  and 
grandma  go  to  high  school  foot¬ 
ball  games  even  if  they  have  no 
personal  connection  to  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Kids  have  relationships 
across  the  generations,  and  they 
have  support  systems. 

“If  Norman  Rockwell  were 
to  paint  today,  he’d  have  to 
travel  far  to  find  his  scenes,” 

Chaffee  and  Rector  Alfredo 
Jiminez  Orozco,  of  Universidad 
Regional  del  Sureste  (Oaxaca, 
Mexico),  sign  and  seal  a  sister 
university  agreement. 
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Chaffee 

adds.  “Communities  like 
Mayville  are  the  birthplace 
of  American  values,  and  I 
feel  1  have  a  personal  stake 
in  the  future  of  these 
places.  They  can  no  longer 
afford  to  be  ag-dependent, 
and  I  believe  technology 
is  the  alternate  route  to  success. 
Technology  makes  distance  irrelevant.” 

Theta  Set  the  Stage 

Responsibility,  commitment,  and  loy¬ 
alty  define  Chaffee’s  professional  life 
and,  from  early  on,  she  associated  these 
qualities  with  Theta.  She  describes  her¬ 
self  as  a  “proud  multiple  legacy”  whose 
grandparents  met  through  Theta. 
Chaffee’s  Theta  lineage  springs  from  the 
Eta  Chapter  at  Michigan  and  includes 
her  grandmother  and  great- 
aunt,  Ellen-Earle  Riggs 
(1914)  and  Genevieve 
Riggs  (1915);  and  her 
grandfather’s  sisters,  Lois 
Douglas  (1914)  and 
Margaretta  Douglas 
(1917).  Daughters  of  the 
Riggs  sisters — Harriet 
Thom  and  Ellen  Earle 
Douglas  (Chaffee’s  moth¬ 
er) — graduated  in  1940. 

Chaffee  recalls  hearing 
many  stories  of  Theta 
friendship.  One  in  particu¬ 
lar  centered  on  Ruby 
Severance  Gripman,  class 
of  1914  and  a  close  friend 
of  the  Riggs  sisters.  “After 
my  grandmother  died, 

‘Aunt’  Ruby  started  calling 
my  mom  regularly,” 

Chaffee  recalls.  “Mom  always  felt  that 
Ruby  had  an  emotional  need  to  carry  on 
a  strong,  sisterly  friendship  with  her.  As 
it  turned  out,  they  stayed  close  for  more 
than  35  years.”  Such  stories,  Chaffee 
says,  always  carried  the  message,  ‘Theta 
for  a  lifetime.’ 

“When  I  went  through  recruitment,  I 
was  attracted  to  Theta  and  to  one  other

sorority.  I  was  ago¬ 
nizing  over  the  deci¬ 
sion,  and  I  called  my 
mom.  She  said  some¬ 
thing  neutral,  which 
was  intended  to  help  me  make  up  my 
own  mind.  I  made  the  right  decision  in 
choosing  Theta,  and  the  experience  was 
wonderful  for  me.  I  was  very  shy,  and  I 
was  attending  college  in  a  ‘foreign’  state 
where  I  didn’t  know  anyone.” 

Chaffee  pledged  as  a  freshman, 
moved  into  the  house  her  sophomore 
year,  and  was  elected  chapter  president 
senior  year.  “No  one  was  more  surprised 
than  I  was,”  she  laughs.  “I 
owe  it  to  my  mother  and 
Theta  sisters  that  I  had  a  lot 
of  opportunities  to  prepare 
me  for  what  I’m  doing  now.” 

Specifically,  Theta  pro¬ 
vided  a  microcosm  of  the 
university  setting  and  the 
relationships  that  are  keys  to 
its  success.  “I  developed  a 
sense  of  organizations,  in 
terms  of  being  aware  of 
what  the  organization’s 
needs  were  and,  simultane¬ 
ously,  being  aware  of  each 
member’s  needs,  situations, 
and  talents.  As  chapter  pres¬ 
ident,  I  considered  what  it 
would  take  for  Theta  to  be 
healthy  in  years  to  come 
and  how  Theta  could  best 
contribute  to  the  lives  of 
each  member  and  each 
member  to  Theta.” 

Chaffee’s  deepest  Theta  bond  is  to  her 
mother,  Ellen  Earle  Douglas  Chaffee 
Reithard — a  connection  made  even  more 
precious  and  significant  since  her  moth¬ 
er’s  ovarian  cancer  diagnosis  in  February 
1999.  “I  thought  her  days  were  num¬ 
bered,  because  at  her  age,  the  typical  life

expectancy  for  ovarian  cancer 
was  1 5  to  18  months,”  Chaffee 
recalls.  “But  as  Mom  has  gotten 
stronger,  I  have  taken  heart.  She 
periodically  changes  her  treat¬ 
ments  and,  the  last  three  times 
she’s  switched,  the  doctors  have 
told  her  she’s  taking  the  last  treatment 
available.  They’ve  been  right  every  time, 
but  medical  progress  has  kept  her  one 
step  ahead.  The  cancer  treatment  frontier 
is  moving  so  fast,  and  it’s  so  wonderful 
to  see. 

“My  mother  is  a  remarkable  person, 
and  she  continues  to  inspire  everyone 
around  her  with  her  positive  attitude  and 
courage,”  says  Chaffee,  whose  father, 
William,  died  of  congestive  heart  failure 
four  days  after  her  1994  inauguration. 
“Mom  was  approached  about  joining  a 
support  group  after  her  diagnosis  but  said 
she  didn’t  feel  she  needed  it.  The  nurses 
responded  by  saying,  ‘You  might  not  need 
the  group,  but  the  group  needs  you.’” 

Chaffee  visits  her  mom  about  every  six 
weeks  and  also  makes  occasional  trips  to 
Boston  where  daughter  Kerry  McCabe, 

34,  works  as  an  emergency  room  physi¬ 
cian.  McCabe  also  is  a  member  of  the  US 
Rugby  team,  and  mother  and  daughter 
hope  to  travel  together  to  Barcelona  for 
next  May’s  Rugby  World  Cup. 

Although  her  connections  may  span 
the  country,  Chaffee’s  heart  belongs  in 
North  Dakota. 

“In  the  1 970s,  I  spent  eight  years  here 
before  going  to  Stanford,  then  Colorado, 
and  then  back.  When  I  was  in  Stanford, 
my  colleagues  assumed  I  was  a  native 
North  Dakotan  from  the  way  I  spoke  of 
the  place.  Their  feedback  made  me  con¬ 
sider  what  I  truly  cared  about. 

“I’ve  had  opportunities  elsewhere — 
among  them,  several  prestigious,  better- 
paid  positions  in  warmer  climates,” 
Chaffee  says.  “But  the  bottom  line  is 
always  the  same.  I  haven’t  found  any 
place  else  where  the  people  are  so  com¬ 
mitted  to  doing  the  right  thing  and  to 
moving  forward  together.”  ■

news,  thinking  about  it,  and  discussing  it  became  part  of  our  routine. 
Through  my  friendships  in  Theta,  there  was  also  an  opportunity  to 
work  in  the  media  department  of  a  campaign  for  the  US  Senate. 

“Following  graduation  from  USC,  one  of  my  friends  challenged 
me  to  try  television  instead  of  law  school  as  planned.  He  was  a 
lawyer,  and  he  said  law  would  never  be  as  interesting.  1  don’t  know 
whether  that’s  true,  but  spending  these  years  in  television  news  has 
been  wonderful.  There  have  been  fantastic  opportunities  to  inter¬ 
view  presidents  and  people  with  special  stories. 

‘These  days,  my  job  is  to  give  people  the  tools  to  present  them¬ 
selves  and  their  information  in  such  a  way  that  the  public  can  hear  and 
understand  the  message.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  help  people  this  way.  I 
sincerely  doubt  any  of  this  would  have  happened  without  Theta.’’ 

Morning  Person 

Kristi  Shearer,  Gamma  Phi/Texas  Tech,  combined  a  major  in 
broadcast  journalism  with  a  minor  in  political  science  to  prepare  for 
her  debut  at  a  Lubbock,  Texas,  radio  station  in  1989.  She  soon 
landed  an  internship  at  a  Lubbock  TV  station  and  was  on  camera 
shortly  thereafter.  “I  remember  a  Theta  took  me  under  her  wing 
there.  Intimidated  and  as  green  as  they  come,  I  was  ecstatic  to  learn 
on  my  first  day  that  one  of  the  station’s  top  reporters  was  a  Theta.  I 
don’t  know  if  her  help  and  guidance  made  me  choose  to  continue 
along  my  career  path,  but  it  certainly  made  it  easier!” 

For  five  years,  Shearer  graced  the  Wichita,  Kan.,  airwaves  as  a 
reporter  and  anchor  before  coming  to  the  set  of  KMOV-TV  in  St. 
Louis  in  1997.  Today,  Shearer  is  a  familiar  figure  in  the  Gateway 
City,  where  she  hosts  the  two  and  one-half  hour  morning  news  cast. 
Honored  by  peers  in  Missouri  and  Kansas  for  her  event  coverage 
and  in-depth  series.  Shearer  is  just  as  capable  chatting  on  air  about 
home  decorating  and  cooking.

Why  does  the  Fraternity  want  advisers?  Each  of  our  college 
chapters  needs  a  board  of  advisers  to  provide  guidance  and  advice 
on  issues  such  as  finance,  membership,  recruitment,  discipline,  and 
risk  management.  Each  of  our  college  chapters  needs  an  advisory 
board  to  provide  continuity,  guidance  and  a  support  system. 

What  do  advisers  do?  Advisory  boards  are  appointed  for  a 
one-year  term.  Responsibilities  include  communicating  with  chap¬ 
ter  officers  regularly;  being  available  to  officers  and  members  of 
the  chapter;  jointly  planning  and  implementing  officer  transition 
with  the  chapter;  being  knowledgeable  and  supportive  of  the  laws 
and  procedures  of  the  Fraternity;  handling  disciplinary  proceedings 
in  a  positive,  equitable,  and  timely  manner;  and  sending  a  represen¬ 
tative  to  district  leadership  conferences. 

What  does  it  take  to  be  a  good  adviser  ?  In  a  survey  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  American  College  Personnel  Association,  undergraduate 
leaders  of  different  groups  and  organizations  were  asked  to  rank 
the  most  important  characteristics  of  an  effective  adviser.  They 
responded  with  the  following  traits. 

•  Provide  advice  when  called  upon. 

•  Teach  techniques  of  good  leadership  and  followership. 

•  Provide  continuity  with  the  traditions  and  history  of  the  group. 

•  Help  members  develop  self-discipline  and  responsibility. 

•  Prevent  the  group  from  breaking  university  rules  and  regulations. 

•  Supply  the  organization  with  information,  expert  knowledge, 
and  insight  gained  through  experience. 

What  kind  of  support  is  available  to  advisers?  Advisory 
boards  are  supported  by  a  team  of  district  officers,  the  vice-presi¬ 
dent  college,  and  Fraternity  staff.  Training  and  networking  opportu¬ 
nities  are  available  through  district  leadership  conferences  and  offi¬ 
cer  training  workshops. 

What  kind  of  past  experience  do  advisers  need?  Each  adviser 
brings  her  own  expertise  to  the  job.  Effective  advisers  come  from 
different  backgrounds  and  vary  in  age.  Loyalty,  caring,  and  a  desire 
to  share  themselves  with  a  chapter  are  the  major  prerequisites. 

What  do  members  gain  by  serving  on  advisory  boards?  On  a 
personal  level,  many  alumnae  want  to  give  back  to  Theta  some  of 
what  they  received  from  their  own  college  experiences.  Some 
remember  the  advisers  who  inspired  them  when  they  were  in 
school  and  want  to  be  role  models  in  the  same  way.  Advisers  also 
gain  satisfaction  from  knowing  that  they  are  helping  to  keep  the 
Fraternity  strong  and  reputable.  An  effective  advisory  board  can  be 
the  key  to  a  chapter’s  success.

Marie  Anderson 
Fitz  1919-2001 

Marie  Anderson  Fitz,  Rho/Nebraska,  was 
devoted  to  Theta,  and  she  demonstrated  her 
devotion  through  years  of  service  to  the  Fraternity. 
She  began  honing  her  leadership  skills  at  the  local 
level,  as  president  of  the  Des  Moines  Alumnae 
Chapter.  She  also  served  as  president  of  the  Beta 
Kappa/Drake  facility  corporation,  overseeing  a 
remodeling  and  expansion  project,  and  as  chairman  of  Beta  Kappa’s  advisory 
board.  Following  two  terms  as  a  college  district  president,  Fitz  was  elected  a 
member-at-large  of  Grand  Council  in  1970. 

Fitz’s  knowledge  of  alumnae  issues  led  to  her  re-election  to  Council  in  1972, 
this  time  as  grand  vice-president  alumnae,  a  post  she  held  until  her  1976  elec¬ 
tion  as  grand  president.  She  served  in  that  capacity  from  1976  to  1980  and  as  a 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation  trustee  from  1972  to  1980. 

In  an  article  published  in  a  1999  issue  of  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine, 
Fitz  recounted  one  of  her  proudest  accomplishments  as  president:  “Most  pleas¬ 
ing  to  me  was  being  able  to  reinstall  some  of  our  older  chapters  with  proud  past 
histories  that  had  gone  off  campus  during  the  years  of  unrest  in  the  sixties.” 

During  Fitz’s  tenure,  three  Theta  chapters  were  restored  to  the  active  roster. 
The  lota  Chapter,  which  had  been  founded  on  the  Cornell  campus  in  1881,  was 
re-established  in  1980  after  a  15-year  absence.  The  Theta  chapter  at  Stanford, 
which  had  been  known  as  Phi  Chapter  from  1892  to  1944,  was  reinstalled  in  1978 
as  the  Phi  deuteron  Chapter.  And  the  Gamma  Zeta  Chapter  was  reinstalled  on  the 
Connecticut  campus  in  1979;  it  had  been  active  from  1942  to  1971.  In  addition,  a 
new  chapter,  Epsilon  Zeta,  was  chartered  at  the  University  of  Mississippi. 

As  the  Fraternity  grew  during  Fitz’s  presidency,  its  governance  continued  to 
evolve  as  well.  Our  governing  documents,  including  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws, 
were  revised  and  adopted.  (The  new  bylaws  replaced  the  old  Code  of 
Regulations.)  The  process  of  streamlining  Grand  Council  also  began  during  this 


time,  as  the  number  of  Council  members  was  reduced  from  1 3  to  1 1 . 

Feeling  a  commitment  to  Theta  history,  Fitz  appointed  former  Grand 
President  Martha  Smith  White,  Beta  Beta/Randolph-Macon  Women’s  College,  to 
the  office  of  Fraternity  historian.  As  historian,  White  authored  Kite  Flight,  an 
account  of  the  years  between  1976  and  1986. 

Fitz  also  believed  that  it  is  important  for  Thetas  to  appreciate  the  history  of 
our  leadership.  At  the  1978  Grand  Convention  banquet,  she  introduced  a  special 
badge  ceremony  that  describes  the  significance  of  the  antique  badges  of  office 
worn  by  the  Fraternity’s  president  and  vice-presidents.  The  ceremony  has  been 
conducted  at  every  Convention  banquet  since. 

According  to  Marj  Crane  Schnacke,  Kappa/Kansas,  who  served  with  her  on 
Grand  Council  from  1974  to  1980,  Fitz  was  kind  and  generous,  and  this  influ¬ 
enced  her  leadership  style.  “She  was  very  much  a  people  person,  and  she 
cared  about  other’s  ideas,”  Schnacke  said. 

Kahla  Roberts  Latta,  Gamma  Pi/Iowa  State,  also  served  on  Grand  Council 
during  the  same  period.  She  believes  that  Fitz  was  able  to  effectively  lead  the 
Fraternity  because  she  had  previously  served  as  both  college  district  president 
and  vice-president  alumnae.  “She  was  familiar  with  both  the  collegiate  and 
alumnae  sides  of  Theta,  and  she  understood  the  concerns  and  goals  of  each,” 
explained  Latta. 

Two  significant  historical  events  occured  early  in  Fitz’s  time  as  president.  In 
1976,  she  attended  the  joint  meeting  of  the  National  Panhellenic  Conference  and 
the  National  Interfraternity  Conference.  Held  in  Williamsburg,  Va.,  the  meeting  cel¬ 
ebrated  both  the  bicentennial  of  the  USA  and  the  bicentennial  of  the  college  fra¬ 
ternity,  a  uniquely  American  institution.  That  same  year,  she  helped  dedicate  the 
Founders  Memorial  Garden  at  DePauw.  This  garden,  a  courtyard  of  the 
Performing  Arts  Center,  comprises  a  small  amphitheatre  for  outdoor  performances 
and  four  raised  brick  planters/benches  dedicated  to  each  of  Theta’s  four  founders. 

Although  Fitz  devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  Theta,  she  also  contributed 
much  to  her  community.  She  was  a  cellist  with  the  Des  Moines  Symphony  Orchestra, 
and  she  served  for  many  years  as  the  president  of  the  Des  Moines  YWCA. 

Marie  Anderson  Fitz  died  on  August  15.  She  is  survived  by  her  husband, 
Donald;  her  two  sons,  Andy  and  Doug;  three  grandchildren;  and  her  sister,  Alice 
Anderson  Moore,  also  a  member  of  Rho  Chapter.  ■
